1. Rejection of claims 1, 4, 5, 7. 9, 1 J , 14, 15. and 17 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a): 

Claims 1» 4, 5, 7, 9, II, 14, .15, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Tec et al, (US 6,985,545) in view of Tsuie et al. (US 
i 0 2004/0223449), 

Response: 

Independent claims 1 and 1 1 have been amended to overcome this rejection. 
Claim 1 now recites the step of ^temporarily stopping processing the primary 

15 digital signal accorditig tx>. the second data rate when tho iufonnation in the 

primary digital signal meets the fii*si pre<letermined mode, or temporarily 
stopping proccssii^g the primary digital signal according to the first data rate 
when the information in the primary digital signal meets the second 
predetermined mode" and the limitation of '' wherein the basic data rate is an 

20 inte g er midtinle of the data rate of the least disioni o n -to lerant modul ation fonnat 

corresponding to one of the first predetermined mode and the second 
predetermined mode" . 

Claim 11 has similaily been amended to state tliat the wireless receiver 
25 comprises power control module lor temporarily switching one of the first and 

second baseband processing modules into a power saving mode when the other 
of tlie fir^t and second baseband processing modules detects that the primary 
digital signal carries infomaation meeting a corresponding predetermined mode.'' 
and the limitation of ' Svhcrein the basic data rate is an integer multi ple of the data 
30 rate of the least distortion-tolei'ant modulation format corresponding to o n e of tlie 
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first predetermined jnode and the seco nd precletgn-nined mod c'\ 

Teo and do not teach temporarily stopping or switching a processing 
module into a power saving mode according to an operating mode of the wireless 
receiver. 
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Karaoguz et al, (US 2004/0029620) teaches in Fig.6 a power control module 
150 for a handheld radio receiver host. Karaogir/ explains in paragraph [0043] 
that the '^^powcr control module 150 is coupled to provide power down and power 
up signals to a plurality of radio transceiver circuit elements, including an RF 
front end module 154, a baseband processor module 158, a medium access 
control (MAC) module 162 and a local oscillator module 166'\ However, 
Karaoguz does not teach switching one of the first or the second baseband 
processing modules into a power saving mode when the otlier of the tlrst and 
second baseband processing modules detects that the primary digital signal 
caixies information meeting a correspondmgpredctcmiined mode, as is claimed. 
Since Karaoguz does not teach the use of both first and second baseband 
processing modules, and detcctiiig die operating mode indicating wliich of the 
first and second baseband processing modules is in use, Karaoguz does not teach 
the power control limitations recited in the currently amended claims 1 and 1 1 of 
the instiijit application. 
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Additionally, Teo does not teach that Uie basic data rate in an inteuer 
multiple of the data rate of the least distoni on-tolerant modulation ibnnat 
corres Dondina to one of the fu st predetermined mod e and t he second 
predetermined mode. And it shotild be note that the purpose of having the basic 
data rate an integer multiple of the least distortion-tolerant modulation format is 
to avoid signal distortion within that format, and not only to avoid using an extra 
down converter in (he receiver. So this teatore is non-obvious combining with the 
above mentioned to one having ordinary skill iu the art at the time the invention 
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was made. 

In view of the above, the applicant respeclfuliy subinits that claims 1 and 1 1 
are patentable over the cited prior iirt references. In addition, claims 9 and 1 5 
5 have been cancelled, and are no longer iii need of consideration, claims 4, 5, 1, 

14. and 17 are dependent on claims I, and 1 1 , and should be allowed if their 
respective base claims are allowed. Reconsideration of claims ] , 4» 5, 7. 11^ 14, 
and 17 is therefore respectftUly requested. 

10 2. Rejection of clamis 6, 8, 16, 18, imd 19 under 35 U.S.C. I03{d): 

Claims 6, 8, 16, 18» and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Teo et at. (US 6,985,545) in view of Tvsuie et al. (US 
20Q4/0223449), and in furtlier view of Womack et al. (US 5,982,819). 

15 Response: 

Claims 6, 8, 16, 1 8, and 19 are dependent on claims* 1 and 1 1, and should be 
allowed if their respective base claims are allowed, Reconsideration ol claims^6, 
8» 16, IS, and 19 is therefore respectfnlly requested. 

20 3, Rejection of claims 2, X 12, and 1 3 under 35 U,S-C, 103(a): 

Claims 2, 3, 12, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S,C. 103(a) as bdng 
unpatentable over Teo et al, (US 6.985,545) in view of Tsuie et .al. (US 
2004/0223449), and in fortlicr view of Karaoguz et al, (US 2004/0029620). 

25 Response: 

Claims 2, 3, and 12 have been cancelled, and iure no longer m need of 
consideration. Claim 13 is dependent on claim 11, and should be allowed if claim 
1 1 is allowed. Reconsideration of claim 13 is therefore respectfully requested* 

30 4. Rejection of claim 1 0 undei- 35 U.S.C. 103(a): 
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Claim 10 is rejected under 35 IJ.S.C. i03(a) as beiug unpatentable over Tco 
et al. (US 6,985,545) in view of Tsuie et al. (US 2004/0223449), and in funher 
view of Spiegel et ai. (US 7,161,997).

Claim 10 is dependeni on claim 1, and should be allowed if claim 1 is 
allowed. Reconsideration of claim tO is therefore respectfully requested. 

5. Rejection of claim 20 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a): '

et al, (US 6,985,545). in view of Tsuie et al. (US 2004/0223449), iind in further 
view of Li et al. (US 7,200,196).

^ 5 Claim 20 is dependent on claim 1 1 » and should be allowed if claim 1 1 is 

aHowcd. Reconsideration of claim 20 is therefore respectfully requested.
